lar suggestions for property tax- 
es might just as well have been 


aimed at the sales tax, the income 
tax, the gross margins tax, the 
vehicle tax, the gas tax, or any 
other, Why do you not suggest 
that these taxes are too high? 
In my opinion, based on a serious 
evaluation of the entire tax struc- 
ture and its relationship to the 
factors of production, these are 
the taxes which should be severe- 
ly limited. More than that, the 
proposal you make might have 
validity if you considered the as- 
sessment we make upon the im- 
provements we have. This is the 
area of taxation which really 
bugs the homeowner, the fact 
that we tax his paint job, his eye 
for a beautiful home, ete. 

Before taking issue with me, I 
suggest that you, as well as the 
other legislators and city coun- 
cilmen, take the time to closely 
examine the impact of taxes upon 
the active and passive factors of 
the production of wealth in any 
economy. This is not something 
that can be done in a few min- 
utes, but it is essential if you 
really are concerned about the 
problem of taxes and how they 
are raised. The Alameda County 
Grand Jury recently made a 
grand prounouncement in which 
they suggested some changes in 
the tax procedure. A casual read- 
ing of their findings reveals a 
gross misunderstanding of taxa- 
tion, but only if one knows the 
subject, 

Perhaps the issue here is simi- 
lar to the ancient physician who 
believed that bleeding a patient 
would relieve the internal evil 
pressures, He was motivated by
